Q.:  What  con  you  relate  concerning  all  you  know  about  the  war  crimes  com¬ 
mitted  at  the  occupation  <t  BALIKPAPAK  by  the  Japanese?

I  only  know  about  the  above  mentioned  war  crimes  on  account  of  my  work 
with  the  R.E.E.I.S.  (ot  that  time  at  BRISBANE),  from  interrogations, 
inter  alia, of  the  Javanese  sergeant  SARBIRX  and  the  Javanese  rifleman 
BEtfOHt  later  on,  after  contact  in  Batavia  in  1945  with  personnel 
originating  from  Balikpapan.  All  this  is  recorder;  with  BEFIS. 

As  for  the  threatened  prosoect  of  murder  at  BALIK: APAF  and  TARAKA2.  I 
knov  the  following: - 

In  "p-nuary  1942,  whilst  still  nrlsoners  of  vex,  tog-ether  ''itk  Lieut. 
Col.  S.  DE  VAAL,  Reserve  Captain  YAH  DER  VEGT  and  Reserve  Cfptein 
COLIJ-J  on  board  the  Jeonnese  Staff  ship,  the  following  was  communicated 
to  Cant.  CCLIJK  and  myself:  — 

that  we  were  to  be  transported  by  motor  launch  to  BALIKPAPAh ; 
that  if  the  uestructlon  of  the  oilworks  at  BALIIPAPAN  should  be 
effected,  in  the  event  of  imminent  Japanese  landings  -  as  we  hac. 
stated  would  be  the  case  -  further,  if  BALIKPAPAF  were  to  be  defended, 
or  oven  if  the  Dutch  garrison  were  to  resist  such  landing,  then  all 
POVs  and  -  11  other  European  residents  of  both  sexes  at  TARAXAK  vould  be 
killed,  as  well  as  all  Boldiers  and  European  residents  of  both  sexes  who 
migiit  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  Janunese  at  BALIKPAPAi-'.- - 

This  statement  is  recordea  in  a  uoovunent  made  out  in  Japanese  characters 
and  undersigned  *-lth  name  stamps,  with  English  translation  attachod. 

Contents  were  read  out  by  the  Chief  of  Staff,  a  major,  with  the  help  of  pn 
interpreter,  in  the  presence  of  the  commanding  general,  a  Major-Ceneral, 
Division  Com/ionder,  plus  five  other  Jnpenoso  offloers.  This  occurred  in 
the  long  room  of  the  ship  on  which  we  were  prisoners. 

When  later  on,  we  managed  to  leave  the  Dutch  motorboat  used  by  Japanese 
on  the  vay,  and  to  reach  BAL1KTAPA*  by  a  Dutch  Navy  plane,  the  /
